PROPOSITION NO. 1 


CHARTER AMENDMENT — Increasing 
the compensation of the Mayor to $6,000 
per year. 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
Amendment to Section 127 of the City 
Charter, “‘Shall Section 127 of Chapter 6 
of the City Charter be amended so as to 
increase the compensation of the Mayor 
to $6,000 per year?’ was 3514, of which 
2200 votes were cast in favor of the 
Charter amendment and 1314 votes were 
east against the Charter Amendment. 


Whereas, the larger number of votes 
cast were in favor of the Charter Amend- 


ment, on motion of Ald. Coller it was de- 
clared adopted by the following vote:

PROPOSITION NO. II 
Exchange of Park Land 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
proposition, “Shall the City of Lansing 
exchange approximately 5.7 acres south 
of Elm Street, known as the Children’s 
Playground or Scott Field, to General 
Motors Corporation for approximately 5.7 
acres lying north of Elm Street and east 
of Townsend Street, known as the Barnes 
and Jenison properties, together with cer- 
tain river front and street end easements 
and $20,000 cash to be used to replace the 
present buildings and equipment on the 
properties being acquired by the City?’ 
was 3729, of which 3386 were cast in 
favor of the proposition, and 343 votes 
were cast against the proposition. 


Whereas, the larger number of votes 
cast were in favor of the proposition, on 
motion of Ald. Wiegandt it was declared 
adopted by the following vote:
